The 1988-89 school year was 
punctuated by outstanding 
events on local, state, national, 
and international levels. 
Though marred by tragedies, 
positives of the year far 
outweighed negatives, which 
resulted mainly from nature and 
criminals. An earthquake in Soviet 
Armenia caused the death of 
thousands, and terrorists were 
suspected of planting the bomb on 
Pan Am flight 103 in which more 
than 260 people died in Lockerbie, 
Scotland. 

On the positive side, U.S. aid and 
cooperation were prominent in 
international endeavors which 

rescued ice-bound whales in Alaska 
and helped Armenian survivors. The 
subsequent withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan improved 
international relations even more.

Among them was 
newly-elected U.S. President George 
Bush.
